GENERAL  REVIEW. 

THE  Society’s  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  with  a  vigour 
reflected  in  another  encouraging  increase  in  membership  and  also  in 
a  strong  financial  position.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Society’s 
free  Public  Lectures  and  Films  and  Temporary  Exhibitions  have  been  much 
appreciated.  Special  talks  on  various  aspects  of  Natural  History  and 
Archaeology  were  given  by  the  Museum  staff  and  members  of  the  Society 
to  troops  from  Overseas  and  to  school  and  other  parties  from  York  and 
District. 

A  Summer  School  for  Archaeology,  arranged  by  the  Yorkshire 
Archaeological  Society  and  held  in  May  under  the  auspices  of  the  Yorkshire 
Philosophical  Society  provided  a  special  feature  which  enabled  archaeo¬ 
logists  from  different  parts  of  the  country  to  meet  to  discuss  their  problems 
under  the  expert  guidance  and  tuition  of  Mr.  I.  A.  Richmond  and  Mr.  M.  P. 
Charlesworth. 

Following  upon  the  publication  of  the  last  Annual  Report  of  your 
Council’s  views  on  the  future  educational  work  of  the  Society  the  Keeper 
of  the  Museum  prepared  during  the  year  a  comprehensive  scheme  on  the 
post-war  re-organisation  of  the  Museum.  Although  the  scheme  has  not 
yet  been  fully  considered,  it  may  be  stated  here  that  it  is  an  attempt  to 
interpret  the  views  of  your  Council  into  something  both  practical  and 
realistic. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Syme,  Honorary  Curator  of  Mediaeval  Architecture, 
and  the  Rev.  Angelo  Raine,  City  Archivist,  carried  out  an  investigation 
on  the  site  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  in  order  to  determine  the  size  and  disposition 
of  the  Norman  Nave  of  the  Church.  In  thanking  Mr.  Syme  and  Mr.  Raine 
for  their  efforts,  the  Council  wishes  to  thank  also  those  scholars  from  Bootham 
School  who  so  ably  carried  out  all  the  excavations  and  thus  made  the  investi¬ 
gation  possible. 

In  pursuance  of  one  of  its  primary  aims  of  providing  study  facilities 
for  Northern,  especially  Yorkshire,  naturalists,  your  Council  has  agreed 
to  purchase  through  public  subscription  the  important  and  extensive  col¬ 
lection  of  British  Coleoptera  formed  by  the  late  Willoughby  Ellis  of 
Weybridge,  Surrey,  for  the  sum  of  £500.  It  is  believed  that  Naturalists, 
Pest  Controllers  and  others,  who  will  derive  considerable  advantages  from 
this  important  addition  to  the  Society’s  collections,  will  welcome  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  assisting  in  its  purchase.  A  fund,  therefore,  for  the  amount 
involved  has  been  opened  and  an  appeal  made  to  all  interested  in  this  aspect 
of  the  Society’s  work  to  send  contributions,  however  small,  to  the  Ellis 
Collection  Fund  addressed  to  The  Keeper  of  the  Museum.  All  donations 
will  be  gratefully  acknowledged  and  permanently  recorded  in  some  suitable 
form  as  yet  to  be  decided  by  your  Council. 
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All  Departments  of  the  Museum  have  been  active,  and  of  the  many 
additions  to  the  Collections  a  remarkably  fine  egg  collection  of  Palaearctic 
Birds,  formed  by  the  late  William  Cooper,  and  presented  to  the  Museum 
by  his  son,  Lieutenant-Commander  Cooper,  is  perhaps  the  most  noteworthy, 
forming  as  it  does  an  addition  of  great  scientific  value  to  the  Society’s 
Reference  Collections.  For  his  public-spirited  action,  your  Council  was 
pleased  to  elect  Lieutenant-Commander  Cooper  an  Honorary  Member  of 
the  Society. 

As  in  previous  years,  your  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  work 
and  support  of  the  Honorary  Curators,  who,  under  the  Keeper,  have  laboured 
unceasingly,  often  under  difficult  circumstances  occasioned  by  the  war, 
to  develop  and  preserve  the  Society’s  valuable  collections.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  too,  thanks  must  be  accorded  to  many  other  workers  and  in  particular 
to  Mr.  E.  M.  Rutter,  Mr.  K.  G.  Payne,  Mr.  W.  Thurgood,  Miss  F.  E.  Wright 
and  Colonel  Meinertzhagen. 

Finance. — It  is  again  gratifying  to  report  a  very  satisfactory  financial 
year. 

Income  shewed  an  increase  of  £142  9s.  lOd.  over  that  for  the  previous 
year,  but  against  this  was  an  increase  in  expenditure  of  £ 87  15s.  Id.,  which 
gives  a  net  increase  of  incoAie  of  £54  14s.  9d.  The  Excess  of 

Income  over  Expenditure  for  l^e  year  1944  was  therefore  £701  6s.  6d. 
as  against  £646  11s.  9d.  for  the  year  1943.  This  amount,  together  with  the 
balance  of  £703  14s.  Id.  brought  forward  on  January  1st,  1944,  makes  a 
total  credit  balance  of  £1,405  Os.  7d.  to  carry  forward  to  the  year  1945. 

Membership. — Sixty-four  new  members  joined  the  Society  during 
the  year,  sixty-one  as  ordinary  members  and  three  as  student  members. 
The  latter  category  is  a  new  introduction,  whereby  young  people  between 
the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  may  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  full 
membership  without,  however,  being  entitled  to  vote  or  possess  a  key  to 
the  grounds.  It  is  believed  that  when  this  junior  membership  becomes 
more  widely  known  it  will  attract  many  young  people  to  take  an  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Society. 

The  Library. — The  following  noteworthy  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  Library  : — “Spiders”  by  John  Blackwall ;  “Monograph  of  the 
Dytiscidae”  by  David  Sharp  ;  “British  Seaweeds”  by  Mrs.  Alfred  Gatty  ; 
“Catalogue  of  the  Latin  American  Coins  in  the  Collection  of  Julius  Guttag” 
by  Edgar  H.  Adams  ;  “Tickets  and  Passes”  by  Davis  and  Waters  and  a 
“Catalogue  (by  Bernard  Rackham)  of  English  Porcelain,  Earthenware, 
Enamels  and  Glass  collected  by  Charles  Schreiber,  Esq.,  M.P.,  and  the 
Lady  Charlotte  Elizabeth  Schreiber,  and  presented  to  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum  in  1884.” 

The  Library  has  also  acquired  a  very  large  series  of  scientific  papers 
from  Mrs.  T.  Stainforth  which  cover  many  fields  of  Natural  History  and 
which  at  one  time  formed  part  of  her  late  husband’s  extensive  library. 

Lectures  and  Films. — The  Society’s  Free  Lectures  and  Films  listed 
below  covered  a  wide  field  of  interests,  and  now  that  this  important  aspect 
of  the  Society’s  work  is  becoming  more  widely  known,  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  attendance  figures  is  plainly  noticeable.

Exhibitions. — In  the  Society’s  Annual  Report  for  1943  the  hope  was 
expressed  that  “still  more  free  Exhibitions  may  be  arranged  and  particu¬ 
larly  that  our  connection  with  C.E.M.A.  may  continue  to  be  close.”  This 
hope  has  been  justified,  for  in  1944  four  exhibitions  were  held  as  against 
three  in  1943;  three  of  them  were  thrown  open  to  the  Public  without 
charge,  and  two  of  them  were  C.E.M.A.  Exhibitions. 

January  20th — February  10th.  “English  Book  Illustration  since 
1800.”  C.E.M.A.  This  was  held  in  the  central  hall  of  the  main  building, 
as  it  included  books  and  original  drawings,  that  had  to  be  accommodated 
in  cases.  To  quote  the  hand-bill  this  is  “a  type  of  art  which  hardly  any  of 
us  can  escape,  even  if  we  confine  our  reading  to  a  scientific  textbook  or  a 
sixpenny  magazine.”  The  clear  and  informative  catalogue  defined  the 
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illustrated  book  as  one  in  which  the  illustration  is  a  form  of  pictorial  comment 
and  can  be  an  independent  work  of  art — such  as  the  text-book  figure,  the 
cartoon  in  Punch,  or  one  of  Bewick’s  woodcuts  :  the  decorated  book,  on 
the  other  hand,' was  meant  to  be  more  looked  at  than  read,  and  the  text 
is  secondary  to  the  drawings — such  is  a  Victorian  Annual,  or  a  product  of 
the  Kelmscott  Press  ;  while  there  is  a  third  class,  not  the  least  artistic,  in 
which  the  printer  alone  is  responsible  for  its  decoration  by  purely  formal 
and  conventional  ornaments.  The  period  selected,  from  1800  to  the  present 
day,  was  one  of  bewilderingly  rich  technical  advance,  including  the  use 
of  photography  and  various  kinds  of  colour  printing  ;  and  the  exhibition 
showred  the  reaction  between  craftsman  and  artist,  finishing  with  a  more 
happy  marriage  between  technique  and  art  than  at  one  time  had  seemed 
possible. 

This  Exhibition  came  direct  to  us  from  the  National  Gallery,  London. 
The  number  of  visitors  was  498. 

June  9th — 30th.  Polish  Architecture. — Polish  Ministry  of  Information 
and  the  British  Council.  This  Exhibition  was  the  only  one  honoured  by 
a  formal  opening,  supervised  by  the  British  Council.  We  were  honoured 
by  the  presence  of  the  Sheriff,  members  of  the  British  Council  and  of  the 
Anglo-Polish  Society. 

This  Exhibition  had  been  prepared  by  the  School  of  Polish  Architects, 
temporarily  domiciled  at  Liverpool  LTniversity.  It  was  a  splendid  example 
of  lay-out  and  showmanship,  with  its  own  travelling  screens,  which  were 
arranged  round  the  walls  and  central  balustrade  in  the  upper  room  of  the 
Hospitium.  The  enlarged  photographs  were  set  at  slightly  different  levels 
to  remove  the  monotony  of  a  flat  exhibit,  with  characteristic  varied  headings, 
and  the  sections  covered  the  history  of  Polish  Architecture  from  prehistoric 
times  to  the  present  day.  It  revealed  what  was  to  m$st  of  us  a  new  world 
of  exotic  beauty,  shewing  how  the  use  of  brick  modified  the  continental 
Gothic,  how  the  necessities  of  a  snowy  winter  modified  the  flat  topped 
palaces  of  the  Italian  Renaissance,  and  how  the  seventeenth  century  Baroque 
found  in  Poland  fruitful  ground.  The  story  was  carried  down  to  modern 
times,  and  to  the  remarkable  experiments  made  between  the  two  wars. 
The  Exhibition  was  originally  intended  for  a  professional  public,  which 
accounts  for  the  only  criticism  one  would  permit  oneself,  and  that  is,  that 
although  the  captions  were  clear,  and  a  charmingly  got-up  little  brochure 
was  distributed  free,  not  quite  enough  elementary  explanatory  matter  was 
available  for  the  public.  The  ordinary  British  visitor  is  not  necessarily 
used  to  looking  at  architecture  at  home,  and  is  often  quite  ignorant  of 
architecture  abroad. 

The  erection  and  removal  of  the  Exhibition  was  supervised  by  Mr. 
Lichtenstein,  one  of  its  designers,  and  during  the  Exhibition  Mr.  J.  S.  Svme 
gave  a  lecture  comparing  English  and  Polish  Architecture,  which  was  much 
appreciated. 

The  number  of  visitors  was  2,032  and  included  some  school  visits. 

August  12th — 31st.  Town  and  Country  Life  in  the  Reign  of 
George  III. — C.E.M.A.  This  exhibition  consisted  of  75  colour  prints  from 
the  private  collection  of  Mr.  Edward  Hulton.  They  were  almost  all  dated  to 
the  last  20  years  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  were  an  unusually  fine  series 
of  good  impressions  printed  purely  on  colour  ;  they  included  such  well- 
known  series  as  Wheatley’s  Cries  of  London  and  Morland’s  Laetitia.  The 
excellent  catalogue  dealt  concisely  but  clearly  with  the  technical  processes 
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involved,  and  the  taste  behind  the  selection  of  subjects.  The  proportion 
of  satiric  and  comic  prints  was  low,  and  almost  all  those  shown  were 
intended  to  be  a  decorative  expose  of  the  manners  of  the  time,  usually  cast 
into  the  form  of  a  story.  Further,  the  eighteenth  century  habit  of  clearly 
underlining  the  literary  appeal  of  a  pictorial  subject  made  each  print  self- 
explanatory.  Quite  apart  from  the  technical,  social  and  historical  interests 
involved,  a  set  of  colourful,  graceful  narrative  pictures  is  certain  to  appeal  ; 
no  difficulty  about  “significant  line”  or  “non-representational  art”  was 
involved  here.  The  character  and  number  of  the  pictures  were  well  set-off 
by  the  half-timbered  interior  of  the  Hospitium  (cleared  of  cases  in  the 
Exhibition  space),  and  finally,  the  date  selected  was  at  the  height  of  the 
holidays.  This  Exhibition  was  undoubtedly  the  success  of  the  season. 

The  York  Georgian  Society  honoured  us  by  a  special  visit,  when  an 
informal  talk  was  given  by  Mrs.  Chitty,  Hon.  Curator  of  Roman  Antiquities. 
We  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  loan  of  books  from  the  Public  Library 
to  form  a  supplementary  exhibit. 

The  number  of  visitors  was  3,636  and  included  some  school  visits. 

September  and  October.  Archaeology  Illustrated. — This 
Exhibition  was  specially  designed  to  make  use  of  the  library  of  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries  of  London,  a  fine  room  in  Burlington  House,  after  it  had 
been  emptied  for  security  reasons.  It  was  shewn  at  York  by  a  special 
concession,  and  so  far  has  been  shewn  nowhere  else  outside  London.  The 
Society  of  Antiquaries  charged  us  no  fee,  and  this  Society  is  much  indebted 
to  them  for  their  kindness. 

The  Exhibition  consisted  of  17  Sections,  drawn  largely  from  the 
Archives  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  and  containing  original  drawings 
and  water  colours,  photostats  from  MSS.,  Prints  of  all  kinds  and  photographs. 
These  traced  over  three  centuries  the  work  of  artists  who  have  made  it  their 
business  to  illustrate  antiquities.  Beginning  with  mediaeval  MSS. — Mathew 
Paris  and  his  like — it  embraced  the  work  of  the  Heralds  College, 
the  first  efforts  of  the  Royal  Society,  and,  of  course,  the  beginnings  of  the 
Society  of  Antiquaries,  the  first  Topographical  and  Ecclesiological  books, 
the  romantic  views  and  dramatic  reconstructions  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
Humour  and  caricature  were  not  excluded,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  say 
whether  the  subjects  selected,  or  the  view-points  of  the  artists  shewn  were 
the  more  varied.  The  coloured  mounts  were  tasteful  and  attractive.  The 
information  supplied  on  the  labels  was  copious  and  clear,  but  as  no  catalogue 
was  provided  a  small  cyclostyled  leaflet  was  prepared  to  give  visitors  a  general 
idea  of  the  Exhibition.  The  subject  seems  to  have  been  a  little  recondite 
for  the  taste  of  the  general  public,  but  those  who  were  interested  either 
from  the  artistic  or  antiquarian  point  of  view,  found  this  exhibition  unusually 
fascinating. 

As  the  Exhibition  was  displayed  in  the  Ethnological  Gallery,  no  special 
financial  concession  was  made  as  to  entrance,  so  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  collect  the  numbers  visiting  the  Exhibition. 

The  Summer  School. — A  Summer  School  on  “The  Roman  Army” 
was  held  from  May  19 — 21,  1944,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Society,  which 
provided  the  premises  and  lantern  and  assistance  from  the  Staff.  The  School 
was  organised  by  the  Roman  Antiquities  Committee  of  the  Yorkshire 
Archaeological  Society,  many  members  of  which  wished  for  some  definite 
instruction  in  the  subject  of  their  interest  and  hobby.  In  both  societies 
it  was  felt  that  it  is  a  mistake  to  assume  that  all  members  of  “learned 
societies”  are  students  and  scholars,  and  that  it  is  equally  a  mistake  to  ignore 
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the  educational  “jumping-off  point”  afforded  by  such  societies.  If  adult 
education  is  worthy  of  playing  such  an  important  part  in  our  lives  as  is 
widely  demanded  for  it  to-day,  then  it  is  folly  not  to  build  on  interests 
already  present  ;  and  such  an  interest  is  shewn  by  membership  of  a  learned 
or  technical  society. 

The  experiment  justified  these  assumptions.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that 
it  occurred  just  before  D-day,  35  students  attended,  and  37  were  enrolled. 
More  students  undoubtedly  could  have  been  obtained  by  wider  circulari¬ 
zation — our  circular  was  posted  in  the  library  of  the  Roman  Society  in  London 
at  the  last  minute,  and  at  once  two  students  enrolled — but  it  was  felt 
that  40  was  the  extreme  limit  to  secure  the  atmosphere  and  benefits  of  a 
“school”;  30  was  the  number  we  originally  had  in  mind.  Those  circularized 
were  members  of  the  two  organizing  bodies  and  schools  in  York  ;  circulars 
were  broadcast  in  the  Museum,  and  an  additional  number  of  individuals 
was  informed. 

The  programme  began  with  a  small  informal  reception  by  the  Keeper 
at  the  Museum  on  Friday  evening,  when  one  or  two  members  of  Council 
were  invited  to  meet  the  students,  and  the  temporary  exhibits  were  inspected. 
Saturday  morning  was  occupied  by  a  tour  of  the  Roman  antiquities  of  York, 
including  a  visit  to  the  inscriptions  in  the  Hospitium,  under  the  expert 
guidance  of  Mr.  R.  P.  Wright.  The  School  proper  opened  after  lunch 
on  Saturday,  May  20th  ;  this  was  arranged  so  that  no-one  whose  work 
kept  them  busy  till  Saturday  mid-day  need  miss  the  essentials.  The  Treasurer 
of  the  Society  welcomed  the  students,  and  the  Reverend  M.  P.  Charlesworth 
gave  the  introductory  lecture,  dealing  with  the  purpose  and  motives  for  the 
Roman  conquest  of  Britain,  and  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  Roman  Army. 
Tea  (on  the  premises)  was  followed  by  Mr.  Richmond’s  first  lecture  on 
organization  and  equipment,  copiously  illustrated.  The  party  then  sepa¬ 
rated  until  after  dinner,  when  Mr.  Richmond  lectured  on  buildings  and 
plans:  he  covered  not  merely  defensive  and  military  works,  barracks  of 
different  types  and  headquarters  buildings,  but  such  things  as  hospitals,  water 
works,  clubs  and  temples,  and  the  unofficial  but  inevitable  taverns  and  shops. 

The  School  recommenced  on  Sunday  morning  at  10  o’clock,  with  a 
topical  discourse  on  morale  and  religion  generally  in  the  ancient  world, 
by  Mr.  Charlesworth,  which  was  followed  by  a  picnic  lunch  on  the  premises  ; 
and  the  afternoon  was  occupied  by  a  close-packed  lecture  by  Mr.  Richmond 
on  the  religion  of  the  Roman  Army  in  Britain,  fully  illustrated.  Tea  was 
served  after  the  lecture,  and  the  school  was  wound  up  by  an  informal  party 
in  the  Museum  after  dinner  on  Sunday  evening. 

We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  Tutors — Mr.  M.  P.  Charlesworth, 
President  of  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  and  Mr.  I.  A.  Richmond,  lecturer 
in  Romano-British  Archaeology  at  King’s  College,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
They  were  contrasted  in  personality  as  in  subject  matter  :  but  they  were 
alike  in  that  the  learning  they  showered  on  us  was  worthy  of  an  audience 
of  scholars,  and  was  yet  made  approachable  to  the  most  ignorant  by  clear 
and  humorous  treatment  ;  while  beyond  praise  was  the  patience  with  which 
each  answered  questions,  sometimes  for  as  much  as  an  hour,  at  the  end  of 
each  lecture.  The  Sunday  session  lengthened  itself  out  until  long  after 
tea. 


Obituaries. — Mr.  James  Edmund  Clark,  who  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Society  in  1898,  died  on  16th  December,  1944,  at  the  age 
of  ninety-four.  Although  born  at  Street  in  Somerset,  nearly  half  his  life 
was  spent  in  York,  where  he  was  educated  at  Bootham  School.  After 
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studying  at  University  College,  London  and  at  the  University  of  Heidelberg, 
he  returned  to  Bootham  in  1869  as  junior  master.  In  1875  he  became  science 
master  at  Bootham  in  succession  to  Silvanus  Thompson,  and  so  continued 
until  1897  when,  owing  to  deafness,  he  gave  up  scholastic  work  and  went 
into  business  as  an  export  merchant  in  London. 

James  Edmund  Clark  was  deeply  interested  in  all  the  natural  sciences 
but  was  particularly  devoted  to  meteorology  and  geology.  His  account 
of  the  Wind-rush  at  York,  March  8th  1890  (Ann.  Rept.  Y.P.S.  for  1890, 
p.  43)  is  characterised  by  that  enthusiasm  with  which  he  made  observations 
and  collected  those  of  others,  and  is  no  less  typical  of  the  care  and  skill  which 
he  could  bring  to  their  correlation  and  discussion.  He  served  for  some 
time  on  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Meteorological  Society  and  was  for  twenty- 
five  years  secretary  of  its  Phenological  Committee. 

But  there  can  be  no  question  that,  for  local  workers,  his  most  important 
contribution  to  science  was  that  account  of  Glacial  Sections  at  York  and 
their  Relation  to  later  Deposits  which  he  read  before  the  British  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science  in  1881.  Incidentally  it  is,  at  this  distance 
of  time,  worthy  of  record  that  it  was  said  at  the  Meeting  that  this  was  the 
first  occasion  on  which  lantern  slides  were  used  to  illustrate  a  paper  read 
before  that  body  (they  were  of  the  old  size,  about  7  by  4J  inches).  The 
text  of  this  paper  was  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Yorkshire  Geo¬ 
logical  Society  vol.  vii  (1882)  pp.  421-439,  but  the  photographs  and  drawings 
intended  to  accompany  it  were  never  reproduced  ;  fifty  years  later  these 
and  a  MS.  note-book  were  given  by  James  Edmund  Clark  to  the  writer, 
and  remain  among  his  most  cherished  possessions.  This  paper  serves  to 
shew  how  much  posterity  may  owe  to  a  competent  observer  keen  enough 
to  go  after  ephemeral  sections  and  record  what  he  sees.  Its  interest  is  not 
yet  exhausted. 

James  Edmund  Clark  with  the  assistance  of  H.  M.  Platnauer  contri¬ 
buted  the  article  “Geology”  to  the  second  edition  (1888)  of  John  Gilbert 
Baker’s  “North  Yorkshire.” 

A  few  other  geological  notes  came  from  his  pen.  In  1881  he  recorded 
the  discovery  of  a  bear’s  bone  in  the  gravel  pits  at  Bishopthorpe  (Nat.  Hist. 
Jour.  vol.  v.,  p.  36).  Some  doubt  was  later  thrown  on  this  discovery  and 
it  was  suggested  that  we  had  here  the  remains  of  a  performing  animal  buried 
by  the  roadside.  James  Edmund  Clark  was  not  the  sort  of  man  to  over¬ 
look  a  possibility  of  this  kind.  But  on  consulting  his  MS.  note-book  it  is 
clear  that  no  such  interpretation  is  possible.  The  bone  is  there  described 
as  “possibly  metatarsal  Ursus  arctos’’  and  it  is  stated  as  having  been  found 
“in  very  bottom  layer  of  bottom  gravels,”  and  a  drawing  of  the  section 
shews  no  less  than  four  beds  of  sand  and  gravel  lying  above  it — “depth 
here  9  ft.” 

Science  has  lost  an  accurate  observer. 

By  the  death  of  Sir  Arthur  Smith  Woodward,  F.R.S.,  at  the  age  of 
eighty  years,  the  Society  has  lost  one  of  its  most  eminent  Honorary  Members. 
He  entered  the  service  of  the  British  Museum  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
and  became  one  of  the  foremost  cultivators  of  the  field  of  vertebrate 
palaeontology  and  the  acknowledged  master  of  the  domain  of  fossil 
ichthyology. 

In  1898  he  published  Outlines  of  Vertebrate  Palaeontology  for  Students 
of  Zoology,  and  henceforth  novices  had  a  guide  to  these  vast  tracts  such  as 
he  himself  had  not  when  in  1886  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  he  was  entrusted 
with  the  task  of  preparing  the  Catalogue  of  the  Fossil  Fishes  in  the  British 
Museum. 
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The  results  of  his  own  researches  appeared  in  the  monograph  on  The 
Fossil  Fishes  of  the  English  Chalk  published  during  the  years  1902-1912, 
and  in  that  on  The  Fossil  Fishes  of  the  English  Wealden  and  Purbeck  For¬ 
mations  which  began  to  appear  four  years  later  and  was  completed  in  1919  ; 
while  a  large  number  of  papers  preserve  the  fruit  of  work  in  more  restricted 
fields.  In  some  of  these  he  enriched  the  Society  by  embodying  the  results 
of  his  studies  of  specimens  in  this  Museum. 

He  was  ever  ready  to  help  others,  and  the  writer  of  this  note  owes  much 
to  his  kindly  encouragement  and  advice. 


FIELD  NATURALISTS’  SECTION. 

The  present  year  has  been  one  of  consistent  and  steady  interest 
amongst  our  members.  In  a  fifth  year  of  war  conditions  we  have  perhaps 
no  spectacular  results  to  show,  but  we  have  carried  out  a  full  Programme 
of  meetings,  and  these  have  been  well  attended. 

The  section  has  had  the  benefit  this  year  of  having  as  its  President, 
the  Keeper  of  the  Museum,  Mr.  R.  Wagstaffe.  His  enthusiasm  for  the 
collection  and  proper  mounting  of  specimens  has  undoubtedly  led  to  a 
greater  activity  in  this  direction.  Practical  demonstrations  of  the  best 
and  most  correct  methods  of  preserving  and  mounting  insects,  birds  and 
mammals  have  been  given  both  at  meetings  and  to  individuals.  These 
have  been  extremely  useful,  and  we  believe  the  Museum  itself  has  benefited 
by  the  additions  we  have  been  able  to  make  to  its  collections. 

A  full  list  of  the  meetings  and  lectures  is  given  below,  but  some 
detailed  mention  may  be  made  of  the  following.  The  series  of  natural 
colour  photographs  shown  as  lantern  slides  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Batters,  and  pro¬ 
jected  by  a  special  lantern,  was  a  most  interesting  display,  and  showed 
what  a  useful  amount  of  detail  can  be  obtained  by  this  process.  The 
Presidential  Address  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  Mr.  S.  Cooper,  on 
the  Natural  History  of  the  Honey  Bee,  brought  the  practical  side  of  bee¬ 
keeping  into  line  with  the  interest  given  by  a  knowledge  of  the  bee’s  life 
history.  The  evening  devoted  to  a  review  of  the  text  books  used  by  our 
members  brought  such  a  wealth  and  variety  of  books  used  in  so  many 
branches  of  natural  history  that  it  was  decided,  in  future  Programmes, 
to  arrange  more  sectional  evenings  for  the  inspection  and  discussion  of  the 
books  we  use.  The  survey  of  “Sparrows”  was  also  something  of  a  fresh 
method  at  our  meetings,  as  the  “paper”  speakers  covered  the  range  of  nests, 
habits,  and  eggs,  through  to  a  detailed  examination  of  plumage.  Questions 
and  discussion  concluded  a  most  instructive  meeting. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  that  the  number  of  student  members  has 
increased  appreciably.  We  feel  sure  that  young  members  really  interested 
in  various  branches  of  natural  history  will  gain  much  benefit  and  information 
from  our  meetings  and  by  contact  with  older  members.  Moreover  it  is 
surely  right  to  say  that  our  older  members  derive  much  pleasure  from  the 
instruction  of  the  younger.  Membership  stands  at  8  Honorary  Members, 
96  Ordinary  Members,  and  19  Student  Members.

HONORARY  CURATORS'  REPORTS. 

Roman  Antiouities  and  Ethnology. — Hon.  Curator,  Mrs.  D.  T.  Chittv, 

M.A.,  F.S.A. 

Identification. — The  event  of  greatest  technical  importance  in 
this  department  in  the  year  1944  has  been  the  identification  of  an  unusually 
fine  head  of  an  Imperial  statue,  twice  life  size,  among  the  Roman  sculpture 
in  the  Hospitium.  The  identification  was  made  by  Mr.  I.  A.  Richmond, 
and  his  learned  and  recondite  findings  are  published  in  the  Antiquaries 
Journal  for  1944.  By  kind  permission  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of 
London  we  have  secured  a  number  of  offprints  of  his  article  for  sale  in  the 
Museum. 

This  piece  was  the  first  Roman  sculpture  ever  presented  to  our  Society, 
in  1823,  by  our  founder  member,  the  eccentric  and  beneficent  Mr.  James 
Atkinson,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  Mr.  Richmond  considers  it  to  be 
a  portrait  of  Constantine  the  Great  in  the  earlier  days  of  his  Imperial  career. 
Constantine  must  often  have  set  eyes  on  the  Multangular  Tower,  which  is 
such  a  feature  of  the  grounds  of  the  Society,  for  it  was  erected  during  his 
father’s  rule  in  Britain  ;  and  it  was  the  death  of  his  father  in  York,  during 
Constantine’s  own  visit  here,  that  started  him  on  the  road  that  led  to  Empire. 

Some  slight  research  was  needed  before  the  history  of  this  piece  could 
be  discovered,  as  your  Curator  found  it  to  be  wrongly  labelled  ;  and  con¬ 
siderable  research  was  undertaken  by  Miss  Brunskill  and  Miss  Wright  to 
try  and  track  down  a  closer  venue  than  “Stonegate.”  We  must  wait  till 
after  the  war  before  the  head  can  be  suitably  mounted  and  displayed.  The 
fragments  of  Imperial  statuary  in  Britain  are  few,  and  we  are  fortunate 
to  possess  so  interesting  an  example. 

Excavations,  etc. — The  advice  of  the  Museum  Staff  was  sought  and 
visits  were  paid  to  antiquarian  discoveries  at  Thirsk,  New  Earswick,  and 
Thorganby,  Thirsk  produced  a  Roman  coffin  that  had  been  robbed 
in  medieval  times  ;  this  was  determined  by  a  party  headed  by  your  Curator 
in  the  snow  of  last  March,  and  clinched  by  examination  of  the  results  by 
your  honorary  Curator  of  Geology.  New  Earswick  was  a  built  drain  of 
uncertain  date  ;  Thorganby  a  medieval  site,  possibly  that  of  a  mill,  and 
if  so,  producing  interesting  analogies  to  objects  in  our  collection. 

A  good  deal  of  miscellaneous  material  was  brought  to  the  department 
for  determination,  very  little  of  it  strictly  archaeological  in  character,  and 
some  of  a  type  which  could  be  (and  was)  turned  over  to  the  Castle  Museum. 

Although  not  actually  in  the  province  of  the  department,  perhaps  we 
may  here  allude  to  the  excavations  carried  out  in  the  nave  of  St.  Mary’s 
Abbey  by  the  Reverend  Angelo  Raine  and  Mr.  J.  S.  Syme. 
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Acquisitions. — Among  these  must  be  mentioned,  although  the  list 
is  by  no  means  exhaustive,  the  fine  axe-hammer  from  Poppleton,  deposited 
by  Mr.  Gerald  S.  Hughes,  and  a  collection  of  lantern  slides  of  objects  in  the 
Museum's  collection,  presented  by  Dr.  G.  A.  Auden. 

Mr.  Gelson  Walker  presented  a  fine  circular  pewter  dish,  16J  inches 
in  diameter,  made  in  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  York 
pewterer,  Richard  Chambers.  The  dish  has  long  been  in  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Walker’s  family,  with  a  tradition  that  it  was  in  use  during  their 
sojourn  in  Gillygate  during  the  eighteenth  century. 

Mr.  R.  R.  Skilbeck  Brogden  presented,  in  memory  of  his  son,  two  fine 
pieces  of  silver  and  a  seventeenth  century  bible.  Lieutenant  Robert  Henry 
Skilbeck  Brogden,  4th  Queen’s  Own  Hussars,  died  of  wounds  at  Coriano, 
Italy.  His  name  is  inscribed  in  this  volume,  which  is  a  Bible  and  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  bound  together  and  published  in  1631,  containing  records 
of  the  family  of  Brogden  from  1764  to  1944,  and  a  condition  of  the  gift  is 
that  the  deaths  of  the  donor,  his  wife  and  his  daughter  should  be  entered 
on  the  blank  spaces. 

We  are  honoured  by  a  gift  with  such  touching  national  and  family 
associations. 


Catalogue,  Re-organization,  Cleaning,  etc. — The  cataloguing  of 
the  Roman  Collection  proceeds,  and  a  beginning  has  been  made  with  the 
sorting  and  rearrangement  of  the  proposed  new  Archaeological  Store-room. 
Now  that  the  danger  of  enemy  action  has  diminished,  if  not  ceased,  it  has 
become  a  matter  of  urgency  to  remove  archaeological  material  that  is  in 
danger  of  damp  from  unsuitable  portions  of  our  storage  space,  but  this 
is  not  always  easy  to  do.  The  collection  of  Peruvian  pottery  was  removed 
from  the  Pump-room  and  temporarily  placed  in  one  of  the  ceramic  galleries, 
as  mentioned  below,  and  the  formation  of  salts  on  the  surface  of  various 
pieces  in  this  collection  shows  that  the  Pump-room  is  at  present  too  damp 
for  the  storage  of  pottery. 

Up  to  the  floods  of  early  February,  the  Hospitium  and  the  material 
in  it  has  been  in  a  much  better  condition  than  it  was  in  the  corresponding 
period  last  year,  owing  partly  to  drier  weather,  and  partly  to  some  further 
simple  precautions  taken  with  the  consent  of  your  Council.  This  particu¬ 
larly  applies  to  the  upper  room.  But  an  urgent  problem  for  the  future 
will  be  the  heating  and  lighting  of  the  building,  and  the  prevention  of  damage 
from  floods. 

The  cases  in  the  Ethnological  Gallery  are  being  cleaned,  without  being 
re-arranged. 

The  temporary  exhibit  on  “The  Roman  Soldier”  in  the  entrance  hall 
was  an  effort  to  re-label  a  small  part  of  the  Roman  collection  on  lines  com¬ 
bining  scholarship  and  “human  interest,”  and  particularly  to  link  our  un¬ 
rivalled  library  of  Roman  inscriptions  to  the  rest  of  the  Roman  collection. 
Further,  attention  was  paid  to  the  most  suitable  type  of  colour  for  labelling, 
etc.  It  was  a  small  but  encouraging  experiment  for  our  post-war  work. 
As  usual,  boys  of  Bootham  School  gave  voluntary  weekly  assistance  in  all 
these  tasks,  which  has  been  much  valued. 
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The  Collection  of  Peruvian  Pottery. — This  collection  of  about 
60  pieces  is  made  up  from  differing  sources.  The  bulk  was  presented  by 
Mr.  James  Backhouse  in  1885,  and  the  specimens  came  from  the  Museum  of 
Don  Pedro  Vilchez,  and  were  found  in  the  Inca’s  burial  ground  near  the 
Temple  del  Sol,  Trujillo,  Peru,  in  1878,  but  some  were  purchased  in  1881 
from  the  Rev.  W.  Maule  Cole  of  North  Cave,  at  least  four  of  which  reached 
him  by  way  of  a  church  sale,  and  had  been  unearthed  in  the  1850’s.  Others 
came  from  the  Robinson  collection.  Your  Curator  considers  that  these 
ceramics  do  not  fit  into  the  scheme  outlined  for  the  Museum  in  the  last 
Annual  Report,  and  that  they  would  be  better  loaned  to  some  collection 
where  they  could  be  displayed  in  suitable  surroundings,  than  to  remain 
obscured  in  our  cellars.  The  problem  was  laid  before  your  Council,  who,  with 
the  proviso  that  the  donors  or  their  representatives  were  consulted,  counten¬ 
anced  the  principle  of  a  loan  in  this  case,  and  gave  permission  to  your 
Curator  to  consult  Mr.  Braunholtz,  Keeper  of  the  Department  of  Oriental 
Antiquities  and  of  Ethnography  of  the  British  Museum.  Mr.  Braunholtz 
came  to  York  specially  to  examine  the  collection  and  reported  : — 

“The  Peruvian  vases  are  typical  specimens  of  Early  Chimu  (or 
‘Mochica’)  (c. 500-1000  A.D.) — red  on  buff,  and  Chimu  (c.1000 — 1500  A.D.) 
black  ware,  from  the  coastal  region  of  Peru.  The  “Early  Chimu”  comes 
from  the  region  of  Truxillo  and  Chimbote  in  the  north  ;  the  “Chimu”  is 
more  widely  dispersed  from  north  to  south,  extending  certainly  as  far  south 
as  the  Lima  area.  The  black  ware  is  commoner,  and  of  inferior  quality 
to  the  buff  and  red  ...  It  would  make  a  good  type  series,  or  nucleus,  for 
any  Museum  which  is  not  already  well  provided.  In  my  department  we 
could  more  or  less  duplicate  all  the  pieces  except  3  ;  .  .  .  Some  of  your  pieces 
are  of  good  quality,  especially  the  heads,  but  there  is  nothing  of  outstanding 
rarity,  I  should  say.” 

We  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Braunholtz  for  his  trouble  and  care. 

Mr.  Braunholtz  also  made  it  clear  that  the  British  Museum  did  not  wish 
for  any  of  the  collection  except  the  three  pieces  mentioned,  and  two  others, 
and  both  before  and  after  seeing  the  pottery  he  explained  that  the  policy 
of  the  National  Collection  is  not  to  accept  loans  except  in  special  circum¬ 
stances.  Neither  the  Keeper  nor  your  Curator  would  wish  to  recommend 
the  dismemberment  of  the  Collection,  so  negotiations  are  in  progress  with 
Mr.  Backhouse’s  approval,  to  find  a  suitable  home  for  it  as  a  whole.  Your 
Curator  wishes  to  emphasise  that  while  ideally  this  pottery  should  be  shewn 
to  the  Public  in  an  Ethnographical  Collection,  it  is  better  stored  in  this  Insti¬ 
tution  to  await  suitable  display  than  it  would  be  were  it  dispersed,  or  shewn 
in  a  jumbled  fashion  among  incongruous  neighbours. 

Exhibitions. — These  have  been  discussed  in  full  elsewhere,  so  we  need 
do  little  more  than  mention  here  that  the  subjects  of  the  four  shewn  during 
the  year  all  had  some  bearing  on  the  work  of  the  Department — “English 
Book  Illustration  since  1800,”  “Polish  Architecture,”  “Town  and  Country 
Life  in  the  Reign  of  George  III,”  and  “Archaeology  Illustrated.”  The  last, 
of  course,  was  most  to  the  point,  and  included,  quite  fortuitously,  a  number 
of  illustrations  of  York  and  York  Antiquities.  The  preliminary  arrange¬ 
ments,  unpacking,  arrangement,  and  re-packing  of  these  exhibitions  do  of 
course  take  time  from  other  work,  and  under  present  conditions  involve 
a  burdensome  amount  of  improvisation.  But  your  Curator  and  the  Keeper 
consider  that  this  is  well  worth  while. 

In  July,  this  Society  lent  the  lead  bust  of  Fairfax,  Bridget  Cromwell’s 
apron,  and  other  contemporary  objects  to  the  exhibition  in  the  Public  Library 
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celebrating  the  tercentenary  of  Marston  Moor.  We  were  very  glad  to  do  this, 
and  also  to  receive  help  from  the  Public  Library  with  one  of  our  own 
Exhibitions. 


Lectures. — Archaeology  and  History  have  been  well  represented  in 
the  syllabus  of  lectures  and  films.  In  April,  Professor  Norman  Baynes 
lectured  on  Constantine  the  Great  ;  we  were  happy  to  be  able  to  illustrate 
a  bravura  piece  of  eloquent  scholarship  by  the  newly-identified  head  of 
Constantine.  A  charming  lecture  by  the  Reverend  Angelo  Raine  on  the 
antiquities  in  and  near  the  Society’s  Grounds  was  a  successful  attempt  to 
revive  our  former  domestic  gatherings.  It  was  confined  to  members  of  the 
Society,  and  was  followed  by  tea  ;  it  concluded  the  Spring  session  (May). 
In  November,  Miss  F.  E.  Wright  gave  us  a  study  of  York  history  from 
original  sources,  in  the  period  which  saw  the  birth  of  this  society,  entitled 
“News  from  York  in  the  Age  of  Coaching.”  It  was  illustrated  not  only 
by  lantern  slides  but  also  by  exhibits,  both  objects  and  pictures,  from  the 
Society’s  collection.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  loans  to  this  exhibition 
from  Miss  Brunskill,  Mr.  Hughes,  Mr.  Moore.  An  incursion  into  the  allied 
field  of  folklore,  which  runs  alongside  that  of  archaeology  and  history,  was 
a  seasonable  lecture  by  the  Reverend  E.  O.  James  on  “Christmas  Customs 
and  Beliefs.”  The  audience  was  prepared  to  remain  in  the  hall  almost  in¬ 
definitely  after  the  lecture,  making  their  own  contributions.  Your  Curator 
finished  the  season  by  lecturing  on  “Roman  Ladies’  hairdressing.” 
(December) . 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  lectures,  we  co-operated  with  the 
York  Architectural  and  Archaeological  Society  and  the  York  Public  Library 
in  the  celebrations  of  the  tercentenary  of  the  Siege  of  York  and  the  Battle 
of  Marston  Moor,  and  Professor  Turberville’s  memorial  lecture  was  delivered 
in  the  Tempest  Anderson  Hall  (July).  We  also  co-operated  with  the  York 
Georgian  Society  and  the  York  Architectural  and  Archaeological  Society 
in  a  lecture  given  by  Mr.  Eden  on  John  Carr  of  York,  also  in  the  Tempest 
Anderson  Hall  (October).  Both  of  these  were  excellent  lectures,  and,  we 
are  glad  to  say,  well  attended. 


Education. — Experiments  continue  on  a  small  scale.  It  was  grati¬ 
fying  to  be  invited  to  co-operate  with  Mr.  Arundale  in  the  working  out  of 
his  syllabus  on  York  History  at  St.  John’s  College  School.  The  discussion 
and  consultation  that  preceded  the  loan  of  selected  material  to  the  school 
and  visits  by  the  boys,  in  that  order,  made  both  infinitely  more  valuable, 
and  one  class  got  so  keen  that  they  prepared  an  exhibit  in  out-of-school 
hours,  involving  special  visits  to  the  Museum,  to  illustrate  school  work 
on  the  Roman  period,  which  was  shewn  at  the  Summer  School  on  “The 
Roman  Army.”  We  should  like  to  couple  with  our  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Arundale’s  enterprise  and  imagination  the  pleasure  we  found  in  working 
with  Mrs.  Robinson,  a  member  of  his  staff. 

The  Summer  School  mentioned  above  was  the  fruit  of  collaboration 
with  the  Roman  Antiquities  Committee  of  the  Yorkshire  Archaeological 
Society,  and  was  an  experiment  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale — Adult 
Education. 

Finally  your  Curator  may  perhaps  conclude  by  saying  that  the  limiting 
and  confining  factor  in  every  direction  is  that  of  too  few  man-hours  when 
so  much  remains  to  be  done. 
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Coins  and  Medals. —

In  view  of  the  present  war  situation,  the  Curators  have  considered 
the  Society’s  medals.  These  are  now  housed  in  a  more  spacious  cabinet, 
and  have  been  enriched  by  several  gifts  both  of  war-medals  and  of  com¬ 
memorative  series.  In  particular,  from  Mr.  Sidney  Melmore  comes  a  fine 
set  of  twenty-one,  illustrating  the  Crimean  to  South  African  wars  ;  from 
Mr.  A.  I.  C.  Forster,  3  Crimean,  awarded  to  Admiral  William  Gill,  who  was 
the  father  of  the  late  Canon  A.  A.  R.  Gill,  rector  of  All  Saints,  Pavement, 
York,  1923-1937. 


Work  was  done  on  the  Romans,  and  much  time  has  been  spent  on  the 
Tokens,  where  several  gaps  have  been  filled  and  average  condition  improved. 
Information  was  given  to  many  welcome  visitors.  The  curators  are  grate¬ 
ful  to  everybody  who  has  helped.  The  time  approaches  when  it  may  be 
possible  to  carry  out  our  intention  to  use  our  material  for  educational 
purposes  by  showing  type-series  of  various  kinds  in  our  public  cases,  and 
changing  them  from  time  to  time. 

If  the  coinage  of  a  country  is  the  criterion  of  its  civilization,  what  will 
be  the  verdict  of  future  historians  on  England  after  the  year  1920.  No  gold, 
and  the  silver  half  alloy.  ■  This  was  the  first  time  silver  had  been  debased 
since  Queen  Elizabeth  restored  the  thirty-seven-fortieths  standard. 


Geology.- — Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  S.  Melmore,  B.Sc. 

During  the  year  a  more  than  ordinary  amount  of  determinative  work 
has  been  carried  out,  mostly  for  archaeologists. 

A  few  more  specimens  have  been  borrowed  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Arkell  in 
connection  with  his  work  on  the  Ammonites  of  the  English  Corallian  Beds. 
Some  of  the  Jurassic  lamellibranchs  have  been  examined  by  Dr.  L.  R.  Cox, 
and  a  large  number  of  specimens  of  the  Jurassic  flora  by  Prof.  T.  M.  Harris. 
The  plaster  cast  of  a  tooth  of  Machaerodus  latidens  presented  to  the  Society 
by  the  Revd.  J.  McEnery  in  1826  and  some  of  the  letters  in  the  possession 
of  the  Society  (see  Ann.  Rept.  for  1942,  p.  8,  and  North  Western  Naturalist 
vol.  XVIII,  1943,  p.  148)  have  been  of  service  to  Mr.  A.  S.  Kennard  in  his 
study  of  the  early  history  of  the  excavation  of  Kent’s  Cavern. 

As  the  work  on  the  subject  of  the  open  packing  of  spheres  carried  out 
during  1942  {Nature,  vol.  149,  1942,  pp.  412  and  669)  has  since  been  found 
of  use  in  investigating  the  structure  of  ionic  minerals,  the  matter  has  been 
carried  a  stage  further  and  one  result  will  be  found  described  in  Nature, 
vol.  154,  1944,  p.  708. 


Vertebrate  Zoology. — Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  E.  W.  Taylor,  F.R.M.S. 

It  was  stated  in  the  last  report  that  the  policy  during  the  war  period 
was  to  restore  order  to  the  study  collections,  and  during  1944  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  to  this  end.  Details  are  as  follows  : — 

The  Collection  of  Bird  Skins.  As  was  foreshadowed,  the  Backhouse 
and  Farman  collections  have  been  merged. 

Valuable  .additions  to  the  collection  are  due  to  the  generosity  of  Colonel 
Sir  Charles  Richmond  Brown,  also  Messrs.  A.  Hazelwood,  W.  S.  Clarke 
and  A.  Gordon.  Gifts  of  skins  have  also  been  made  by  the  Keeper  who 
has  also  prepared  a  large  number  of  new  specimens.  The  year’s  additions 
are,  in  fact,  quite  considerable,  and  represent  approximately  two  hundred 
new  specimens. 
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Work  on  the  re-identification  and  re-labelling  of  the  specimens  has 
proceeded  continuously,  and  some  five  hundred  skins  have  received  indi¬ 
vidual  attention.  Much  work  remains  to  be  done. 

The  Collection  of  Mammalia  Skins.  There  is  little  to  report  except 
that  certain  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Grabham  collection  through 
the  generosity  of  Mr.  A.  Gordon. 

The  Collection  of  Birds'  Eggs.  During  1944  the  Society  has  had  the  good 
fortune  to  become  the  custodian  of  the  magnificent  collection  of  birds’  eggs 
brought  together  by  the  late  Mr.  William  Cooper  and  presented  by  his 
son,  Lieutenant-Commander  Cooper. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  this  fine  gift  the  basis  of  the  systematic 
collection  and  to  utilise  the  general  collection  for  public  display  when  this 
becomes  practicable. 

During  1944  the  egg  collections  have  been  largely  re-arranged  and  steps 
have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  threatened  growth  of  mould.  For  this 
work  the  Society  is  indebted  to  the  labours  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Rutter. 

The  systematic  collections  referred  to  above  are  of  great  scientific 
value,  and  have  few  equals  in  the  North  of  England.  It  is  believed  that 
greater  use  will  be  made  of  them  in  the  future,  and  already  there  are 
encouraging  indications  to  this  effect. 

Entomology  (excluding  Lepidoptera). 

Hon.  Curator,  W.  D.  Hincks,  M.P.S.,  F.R.E.S. 

Since  the  last  report  submitted  by  the  Hon.  Curator  the  work  which 
had  been  planned  for  this  department  has  suffered  a  temporary  delay  due 
to  the  continuance  of  some  of  the  personal  difficulties  then  reported.  Thus 
relatively  little  progress  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Study  Collections  can 
be  recorded. 

On  the  other  hand  the  year  has  been  an  outstanding  one  in  the  matter 
of  accessions  for  besides  a  number  of  smaller  contributions  three  major 
collections  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Museum  during  the  period 
covered  by  the  present  report. 

(a)  Stainforth  Collections. 

Thomas  Stainforth,  a  well-known  Yorkshire  naturalist,  died  in 
February,  1944  (see  Naturalist,  1944  :  77-8,  118).  During  his  early  life 
he  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Hull  Municipal  Museum  where  his  first 
extensive  collections  were  deposited  prior  to  their  destruction  by  enemy 
action  in  1943.  After  the  last  war  Stainforth  collected  strenuously  and 
formed  new  collections  during  his  spare  time  as  a  lecturer  in  Biology.  During 
the  last  stages  of  his  illness  he  expressed  the  wish  to  Mrs.  Stainforth  that 
his  collections  should  be  divided  between  our  own  and  the  Hull  Museum. 
Realizing  that  the  piecemeal  distribution  of  so  much  undetermined  and 
unstudied  material  between  the  two  institutions  would  seriously  reduce 
the  scientific  value  of  the  collection  and  moreover  defeat  the  intentions 
of  Stainforth,  the  Hon.  Curator  sought  and  obtained  permission  for  the 
whole  of  the  material  to  come  to  our  museum.  An  arrangement  was  made, 
with  the  sanction  and  approval  of  the  Keeper,  with  Mr.  Fay,  the  Director 
of  the  Hull  Museums,  whereby  a  duplicate  set  of  the  Stainforth  material, 
together  with  such  other  duplicates  as  we  could  spare,  would  be  provided 
as  soon  as  the  material  could  be  adequately  studied,  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  Hull  Museum’s  collections. 
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The  Stainforth  collection  was  received  during  August,  in  many  small 
and  large  boxes  roughly  computed  to  contain  some  10,000  specimens.  Most 
of  these  are  Coleoptera  including  some  valuable  and  interesting  species, 
together  with  some  material  in  other  orders,  the  whole  being  particularly 
important  on  account  of  the  large  proportion  of  Yorkshire  specimens. 

(b)  Stewart  and  Perkins  Collections. 

Dr.  Barry  Stewart  of  Leeds  has  been  good  enough  to  present 
two  valuable  collections  of  Coleoptera  to  the  Museum,  one  brought 
together  by  himself,  and  the  other,  that  of  his  life-long  friend,  the  late 
Michael  Perkins.  Both  collections  contain  much  valuable  material  par¬ 
ticularly  from  Wicken  Fen  and  other  Cambridgeshire  localities  which  will 
be  of  the  greatest  service  in  extending  the  usefulness  of  our  study  collections. 
These  collections  of  several  thousands  of  specimens,  together  with  MS  note¬ 
books  and  record  books  were  received  in  October. 

(c)  Ellis  Collection. 

The  eminent  coleopterist,  Mr.  H.  Willoughby  Ellis  died  at  the  end 
of  1943,  and  an  opportunity  recently  occurred  to  acquire  his  entire  collection 
of  Coleoptera.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  and  most  extensive  collections  of 
British  Coleoptera  ever  brought  together.  Ellis  devoted  himself  to  its 
accumulation  for  over  40  years,  sparing  no  expense  or  labour  which 
would  render  it  complete.  Housed  in  nearly  200  cabinet  drawers  (not 
counting  some  undetermined  specimens,  a  collection  of  Ants  and  Hemip- 
tera)  this  property  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  and  most  important 
in  the  country  and  when  it  is  available  for  inspection  it  will  be  the  object 
of  many  visits  to  our  museum  which  will  gain  an  enhanced  reputation  by 
its  possession. 

When  all  this  material  has  been  incorporated  our  museum  will  possess 
one  of  the  finest  collections  of  British  Coleoptera  in  the  country  and  certainly 
the  best  in  the  North  of  England.  In  the  future  our  needs  in  this  order 
of  insects  will  chiefly  lie  in  selective  collecting  in  order  to  fill  the  gaps  caused 
by  the  few  species  not  represented.  The  primary  and  immediate  duty  of 
the  Hon.  Curator  must  be  to  render  these  important  collections  available 
for  use  by  students  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  after  due  considera¬ 
tion  it  is  believed  that  the  following  method  will  be  the  quickest  and  most 
practical.  First,  the  Ellis  collection  at  present  occupying  195  cabinet 
drawers  must  be  condensed  in  order  to  accommodate  the  whole  in  the  main 
Ellis  cabinet  of  135  drawers.  It  is  believed  that  this  concentration  is 
possible  but  it  is  very  doubtful  if  there  will  be  any  further  room  in  the  cabinet 
for  our  extensive,  largely  Yorkshire,  material.  Thus  the  135  drawer  collec¬ 
tion  should  be  kept  as  a  unit  to  be  known  as  the  "Ellis  Collection.”  Since 
our  Yorkshire  and  other  northern  material  is  a  valuable  asset  of  this  museum 
the  80  drawer  arrangement  prepared  by  the  Hon.  Curator  to  house  it,  should 
be  retained  for  such  material  and  a  selection  from  the  Stainforth,  Stewart 
and  Perkins  collections.  This  will  allow  for  the  incorporation  of  further 
new  material  of  importance  to  our  Yorkshire  distributional  studies  when 
it  is  collected.  The  remaining  Coleoptera  from  the  three  last  mentioned 
collections  will  be  available  for  the  Hull  Museum,  as  stated  above,  and  as 
duplicates  for  exchange  purposes.  !n  principle  the  Hon.  Curator  is  not 
in  favour  of  having  the  same  species  in  more  than  one  collection  but  the 
present  circumstances  and  the  special  considerations  which  our  project  of 
recording  the  Yorkshire  distribution  of  insects  entails,  sufficiently  warrants 
a  departure  from  this  ideal  in  the  present  instance. 
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It  will  be  remembered  (see  Annual  Report  for  1942  :  9)  that  a 
comprehensive  plan  of  work  for  this  department  has  already  been 
published  (Naturalist,  1943;  55-56)  and  it  may  be  mentioned  that  an  invita¬ 
tion  to  participate  in  the  scheme  has  been  extended  to  northern  entomo¬ 
logists  in  addition  to  those  of  our  own  county  through  the  medium  of  a  short 
article  in  the  North  Western  Naturalist  (1944  :  61-62). 


Field  Work. 

> 

A  limited  number  of  collecting  trips  were  undertaken  during  1944  with 
moderately  successful  results.  Askham  Bog  was  again  visited  several  times 
and  it  may  be  of  interest  to  report  that  in  continuing  his  observations  on 
the  insects  hibernating  in  the  leaf-bases  of  Typha  latifolia  at  this  locality 
the  Hon.  Curator  discovered  a  single  specimen  of  a  Collembolan  which 
Mr.  J.  M.  Brown  is  unable  to  identify  with  any  known  european  form. 
Additional  material,  however,  must  be  collected  before  the  identity  of  this 
interesting  insect  can  be  definitely  settled. 

The  Hon.  Curator  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their 
continued  interest  in,  and  assistance  to,  this  department. 


Botany. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  Charles  Allen. 

The  Herbarium  Collections  which  are  in  excellent  condition  have  been 
augmented  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Wallace,  Secretary  of  the  Botanical  Exchange 
Club  of  the  British  Isles,  by  a  gift  of  some  five  hundred  flowering  plants. 
The  botanical  collections  have  also  been  enriched  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Bramley 
and  his  continued  assistance  in  developing  the  reference  collections  of  seeds, 
and  rusts  and  smuts  is  of  great  value.  During  the  year  the  Herbarium 
has  been  in  constant  use,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  make  it  as  com¬ 
plete  and  representative  as  possible  of  the  British  Flora. 

Meteorology.— Hon.  Curator,  Mr.  A.  Wentworth  Ping,  M.A., 
F.R.  Met.  Soc. 

Recorder,  Mr.  A.  Colley. 

Statistics  of  Station  :  Longitude,  1°  5'  W.;  Latitude,  55c  57'  N.; 
height  above  mean  sea  level  56  feet. 

The  rainfall  for  1944  was  above  normal,  being  27.91  inches,  3.54  inches 
above  the  average  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest  months  of  the 
year  were  September  4.47  inches,  November  3.17  inches  and  August  3.09 
inches.  The  driest  months  were  March  0.47  inches,  May  1.14  inches  and 
December  1.48  inches. 

Temperature  ranged  from  83°  F  on  29th  May  to  24°  F  on  29th  February 
and  26th  December;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1944  being  thus  59°  F  as 
against  63°  F  for  1943. 

The  mean  temperature  for  the  year  (mean  of  maximum  and  minimum) 
was  49.2°  F.  as  against  50.1°  F  for  1943.  August  gave  the  highest  mean 
with  62.5°  then  July  with  61.7°.  December  and  February  were  the  lowest 
with  38.4°  and  38.9°  respectively. 

A  mean  pressure  of  1015.4  millibars  (29.98  inches)  (1000  millibar  = 
29.531  inches  of  mercury)  at  M.S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations)  have 
been  recorded,  as  against  1015.7  millibars  (29.99  inches)  for  1943.  November 
gave  the  lowest  mean  for  the  year  1006.4  millibars  (29.72  inches).  May

was  highest  1020.7  millibars  (30.14  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  was  taken  March  8th,  1044.0  millibars  (30.80  inches),  and  the 
lowest  on  December  8th,  983.1  millibars  (29.03  inches).  The  extreme  range 
was  therefore  60.9  millibars  (1.77  inches)  as  compared  with  68.5  millibars 
(2.025  inches)  in  1943. 

Snow  or  rain  fell  to  the  amount  27.91  inches  or  708.9  mm.,  as  against 
20.89  inches  (530.6  mm.)  for  1943,  an  increase  of  7.02  inches  (178.3  mm.) 
for  the  year.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year  occurred  on  1st  September  when 
1.30  inches  (33.0  mm.)  fell. 

Observations  of  Winds  show  that  during  1944  we  had  “strong”  winds 
on  42  days  (force  4 — 7)  as  against  48  in  1943.  The  chief  winds  observed 
at  9  a.m.  G.M.T.  were  NW  (79),  W  (76),  N  (56),  S  (56),  SW  (44),  SE  (23), 
NE  (17),  E  (13). 

Thunder  was  heard  on  11  days,  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  14  days  as  against 
7  days  in  1943,  and  hail  was  recorded  on  4  days  as  against  3  days  the  previous 
year. 

Bright  Sunshine  was  recorded  1189.8  hours  as  against  1538.7  hours 
in  1943,  a  decrease  of  348.9  hours  for  the  year.  The  daily  mean  was  3.25 
hours,  and  the  percentage  of  possible  sunshine  27  as  against  34  in  1943. 
The  sunniest  month  of  the  year  was  May  with  176.4  hours,  followed  by 
June  with  165.8  hours.  January  and  December  were  lowest  with  27.0 
and  27.7  hours  respectively. 
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REPORT  ON  RECENT  EXCAVATIONS  AT 
ST.  MARY’S  ABBEY  IN  YORK

During  the  month  of  June,  1944,  we  carried  out  certain  investigations 
on  the  site  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  at  York,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
what  could  be  learnt  as  to  the  size  and  disposition  of  the  Norman  nave  of 
the  church.  Although  excavations  at  various  times  in  the  past  have  dis¬ 
closed  fairly  comprehensive  information  as  to  the  crossing,  transepts  and 
eastern  apses  of  the  building  in  its  earlier  form,  there  is  no  record  of  similar 
knowledge  having  been  acquired  with  regard  to  the  nave  and  its  aisles. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  and  the  local 
representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Works,  excavations  were  made  at  various 
points  and  certain  facts  of  interest  if  not  all  absolutely  conclusive  were 
disclosed. 

Special  attention  was  directed  towards  the  foundations  of  the  first 
pier  of  the  southern  arcade  of  the  nave  and  the  excavation  was  at  one  corner 
taken  down  to  a  bed  of  solid  stiff  clay,  which  may  be  accepted  as  natural 
subsoil  not  previously  disturbed.  The  discoveries  at  this  point  are  recorded 
on  the  drawing  and  2  photographs  appended  to  this  Report.  They  indicate 
that  the  13th  century  nave  pillars  were  placed  almost,  though  not  quite, 
concentrically  over  the  Norman  foundation  piers.  This  shows  that  the 
naves  of  the  two  periods  were  approximately  the  same  in  width  and  confirms 
the  similarity  of  the  St.  Mary’s  Norman  plan  of  1089  with  that  of  the  Norman 
nave  of  St.  Albans’  Abbey  constructed  by  Abbot  Paul  about  the  year  1077. 

Although  the  excavation  was  not  carried  sufficiently  far  to  enable  a 
statement  to  be  made  with  certainty,  it  appears  that  the  Norman  foundation 
below  the  second  south  nave  pier  is  also  almost  concentrically  under  the 
relative  13th  century  pillar. 

With  the  exception  of  what  is  recorded  later,  nothing  was  discovered 
with  regard  to  the  foundation  of  the  aisle  walls. 

It  may  not  be  considered  superfluous  to  express  the  opinion  that  aisles 
were  included  in  the  Norman  structure.  Evidence  of  this  is  provided  by 
the  grouping  of  the  Eastern  apses  and  by  the  planning  of  the  proto-type 
churches  at  Whitby,  St.  Alban’s,  Lanfranc’s  Canterbury  and  Caen. 

Whitby  which  was  founded  in  1074  was  some  12  ft.  narrower  than  St. 
Mary’s  and  had  only  5  eastern  apses  as  compared  with  the  7  at  York.  It 
had,  however,  a  separate  and  distinct  aisled  choir  which  was  interposed 
between  the  apses  and  the  crossing  but  no  such  choir  appears  in  the  Norman 
plan  at  York. 

St.  Albans  which  was  about  5  ft.  wider  than  St.  Mary’s  had  7  apses 
and  in  addition  the  aisled  choir  which  we  find  in  the  Whitby  plan. 

At  a  point  close  to  the  pier  referred  to  above,  there  was  unearthed  the 
broken  and  incomplete  grave  slab  of  Brother  Thomas  Mydleton,  and  these 
remains  were  deposited  in  the  Architectural  room  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum. 
The  slab  in  its  shape  and  lettering  bears  a  close  resemblance  to  that  of  Abbot 
Sever  which  is  preserved  in  the  same  place,  and  it  may  be  assumed  to  have 
been  worked  during  the  second  half  of  the  15th  century.  The  inscription 
ends  with  the  words  “propicietur  Deus’’  and  beyond  this  and  the  name  there 
is  nothing  that  we  have  been  able  to  decipher.  The  letters  and  margin 
lines  have  been  cut  in  a  rough  and  careless  manner. 
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A  few  small  scraps  of  Roman  and  mediaeval  pottery  were  found  at 
various  depths,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  former  were  first  dug  up  and  then 
returned  to  the  trenches  as  “filling  in”  when  the  foundations  were  being 
inserted  in  Norman  times. 

We  also  found  a  small  portion  of  Norman  abacus  moulding  whose  profile 
corresponds  with  similar  detail  in  Archbishop  Roger’s  crypt  at  York  Minster. 
It  can,  however,  be  matched  in  work  of  100  years  earlier  elsewhere. 

The  other  excavations  were  made  at  the  West  end  of  the  site  and  their 
object  was  to  determine  if  possible  the  extent  of  the  Norman  building  in 
that  direction.  Circumstances  did  not  allow  them  to  be  taken  to  a  depth 
sufficient  to  enable  us  to  arrive  at  a  definite  conclusion.  At  the  West  end 
of  the  north  aisle  we  disclosed  the  upper  internal  portion  of  a  foundation 
wall  which  had  the  appearance  of  Nonnan  work.  The  eastern  face  of  it  is 
about  18  inches  in  advance  of  the  13th  century  superstructure.  It  is  built 
of  stone  blocks  in  courses  and  is  not  unlike  the  pillar  first  described. 

The  adjoining  north  wall  is  quite  different  being  composed  of  rough 
rubble  and  cobbles  below  the  floor  level.  The  inference  is  that  it  is  not  of 
Norman  date. 

When  our  investigations  on  the  site  were  nearing  an  end,  we  were  met 
there  by  two  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Works  who  inspected  the 
excavation  then  in  progress  and  to  whom  we  explained  what  had  already 
been  done.  They  expressed  the  desire  that  we  should  confine  our  work 
to  what  was  then  approaching  completion,  an  arrangement  to  which  we 
readily  agreed.  They  appeared  to  have  in  mind  the  probability  of  the 
Ministry  undertaking  a  comprehensive  exploration  of  the  whole  of  the  site 
at  some  future  date. 

The  excavation  was  done  entirely  by  scholars  of  Bootham  School, 
who  showed  a  keen  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  work,  and  we  wish  to  express 
our  gratitude  for  the  help  so  willingly  rendered  by  them.
